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OF MEAT IN 
FUTURE. 

The price of fresh and salted meats 
is now very high in nearly all civilized 
countries, and fears are entertained by 
many that the price of fresh meats 
will advance to such a point that it 
can no longer be generally used by the 
poor. A somewhat sensational report 
was publishei a few weeks ago in one 
of the New York papers to the effect 
that the maximum production of meat 
had been reached in several countries 
in Europe, and that the limit of meat 
production had almost reached 
in this country. The author affirmed 
that several of the States did not now 
_ produce meat enough to supply their 
own people, and that soon other States 
would be ‘compelled to obtain meat 
from a distance. It was represented 
that farmers generally throughout the 
country kept all the meat--producing 
animals their lands could carry and 
that the great plains of the west and 
south were becoming covered with 
flocks and herds. In the opinion of 
the writer the pepulation of the coun- 
try would soon be doubled, while the 
number of cattle, sheep and pigs 
would not be largely increased. The 
prediction was made that we should 
soon be obliged to stup the exporta- 
tion of meat, and that we should find 
it extremely difficult to produce 
enough for the supply of our own peo- 
ple. In other words, a meat famine 
was predicted for the country that 
had always had meat in abundance. 
The famine predicted is of a remark. 
able kind. It is to be the result of a 
failure of forage and grain crops or of 
sickness among flocks and herds. It 
is to take place in consequence of the 
inability to produce meat enough to 
sunply a fast increasing population 
even under favorable circumstances of 
seasons and health. It is to endure 
not fora limited period, but for all 
time. 

It is evident that the author of the 
article referred to bas not considered 
the subject as carefully as he should, 
and has not obtained all the informa- 
tion he might have procured. It is 
pot true that all the meat producing 
animals are now kept on farms in the 
States longest settled that might be 
supported. Up to the present time 
animals in this country have been kept 
almost entirely on grass and corn. It 
requires a large amount of land to 
raise enough of these to support a 
given number of animals. In the near 
future more attention will be yiven to 
the production of root crops, of which 
a larger amount of food can be pro- 
duced from the same amount of land. 
Neither is it true that the great plains 
are pow covered with flocks and herds. 
It is likely that the number of cattle 
and sheep on them will increase four- 
fold within a short time. They will 
receive much better care and attention 
than they now do, and will have ia 
addition some shelter from the storms 
and some harvested food. The ani- 
mals will not be scrubs ur ‘‘natives.” 
They wilt be full-bloods or at least 
high grades. They will eat no more 
food tban inferior animals, but will 
be of better quality. Much is being 
done to hasten the maturity of all 
classes of meat-producing animals. 
Three-year-old beeves weigh as much 
as 56-year-old beeves did afew years 
ago. They consume but about half as 
much food and produce a better quali- 
ty of meat. Improvements in live 
stock are now going on more rapidly 
than ever. A more judicious system 
of feeding is also being practiced.

THE STATE PRISON. 


We are in receipt of Warden Gar- 
rard’s letter to the Legislature, giving 
a brief summary of bis stewardship, 
but not his tabulated statements of 
the several accounts with the diffierent 
departments of the prison. Therefore 
it is difficult to compare the cost of 
running that institution under his ad- 
ministration with that of the late Gen- 
eral Batterman. 

The last Legislature appropriated 
$100,000 for the expenses of 
the prison for the two years. The 
Warden says the expenses in 1881 
were $53,366 44, while those of 1882 
were $45,169 29, making a total for 
the two years of $98,535 73, exclusive 
of the boot and shoe factory. 

Warden Garrard has had an average 

of a fraction less than 128 convicts to 
care for during his term. Batterman’s 
appropriation—for all purposes— was 
$175,000. Of this amount $45,721 75 
was expended for material used in the 
boot and shoe factory and salary of 
the foreman in that department, and 
$17,744 68 was returned to the Treas- 
ury, making the total amount ex- 
pended by Batterman for a// purposes 
(exclusive of the factory) $111,533 57. 
Batterman had an average of a frac- 
tion over 13 more convicts to provide 
for than Garrard has had. Besides 
this, the Board of Prison Commission- 
ers allowed Ormsby county's claim, 
amounting to $972,04, for prosecuting 
prisoner Flinn for killing prisoner 
Bethards; also attorney's fees in the 
case of Adams vs. Bradley, amounting 
to $500, and Court fees in the case 
of the State vs. Hyman, amounting to 
$43 40, and recording a deed of the 
State’s property in Reno, $5 95, mak- 
ing a total expense of $1,521 59, which 
was paid from Batterman’s appropria- 
tion, and was not a proper charge for 
maintaining the prison. Besides this 
amount, the Commission and Board of 
Pardons were each allowed a clerk 
(under the old law, repesled at the 
last session) at a salary of $600, makiog 
$1,200 —an expense which Garrard 
did not have. From Batterman’s ap- 
propriation was expended $3,007 72 
for the construction of water works, 
which was a permanent improvement 
ordered by the Commissioners, and 
constructed during the last month of 
his administration, an expense Gar- 
rard did not have. Batterman also 
made other permanent improvements 
which cost the State $3,052 5), and 
were ordered by the Commissioners. 
Batterman received during bis last 
administration 102 prisoners, the 
transportation of which cost $7,541 25, 
or about $4,000 more than was taken 
from Garrard’s appropriation for that 
purpose. This makes a total of nearly 
$13,000 taken from Batterman’s ap- 
propriation over that of Garrard’s, 
which brings the net cost of main- 
taining the prison under Batterman’s 
management as low, if not lower, 
that of Garrard'’s. We shall take oc 
casion to review the report of Major 
Garrard more fully when it is re- 
ceived. 
The shoe shop, according to Major 
Garrard’s letter, shows a profit of 
$1,995 86 with $600 in bad debts to 
come off. He shows the outstanding 
indebtedness to be as follows: Hyman, 
$7,531 57; Batterman, 19,254 91; Gar- 
rard, $6,627 83. Major Garrard has 
made a most excellent Warden, and 
bis valuable services are worthy of 
much praise. His management of the 
shoe factory is worthy of especial 
mention. The class of work he has 
manufactured has found a ready sale, 
at a small advaace over the actual 
cost of the raw material used. 

The disciplioe of the institution has 
been closely looked after, and the 
health of the convicts has been exceed- 
ingly good.

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 16. 


The fifth days’ search through the 
ruins of the Newhall House resulted 


in the discovery of fragments of eleven 
bodies, making a total of 39 since the 
work began.

A Mica Discovery in the 

Near Henc. 
A short time ago the GazeTrs print- 
ed an article about mica and its value. 
It particularly concerned a deposit of 
that mineral found in Ruby Valley, 
and recommended that miners pay 
more attention to it, as it has a good 
commercial value. A _ prospector, 
taking the hint, bas since been at work 
on a vein in the hills about half-way 
between Reno and Steamboat, and is 
making a good showing. As the vein 
is suok upon, it is more compact and 
clearer in color, and will perhaps be- 
come entirely free of foreign matter. 
He can pow obtain sheets of mica 
nearly transparent four to eight inches 
square and sometimes an inch in 
thickness. He has sent samples to 
Prof. Henry G. Hanks, State Mineral- 
ogist of California, to obtain the opin- 
ion of that expert.
